Report: Boredom can kill you (sorta) 

Can you really be bored to death? 

In a commentary to be published in the 
International Journal of Epidemiology in April, 
experts say there’s a possibility that the more bored 
you are, the more likely you are to die early 

Annie Britton and Martin Shipley of University 
College London caution that boredom alone isn’t 
likely to kill you— but it could be a symptom of 
other risky behavior such as drinking, smoking, tak- 
ing drugs or having a psychological problem. 

The researchers analyzed questionnaires com- 
pleted between 1985 and 1988 by more than 7,500 
London civil servants ages 35 to 55. The civil servants 
were asked if they had felt bored at work during the 
previous month. 

Britton and Shipley then tracked how many of 
the participants had died by April 2009. Those who 
reported they had been very bored were two and a 
half times more likely to die of a heart problem than 
those who hadn’t reported being bored, ap 


Finally, an excuse for those snooze buttons 

Emerging research shows that puberty upends sleep cycles, making snoozing into the late 
hours as natural for teens as hairy armpits and embarrassing voice squeaks. When teens 
hit puberty, their internal circadian clock winds forward one to three hours, and they 
need nine hours of sleep on average, and a few more hours than their younger siblings.

A mild earthquake 
shook northern Illinois 
Wednesday morning. 

The U.S. Geological 
Survey reported a 
3. 8 -magnitude quake 
at 3:59 a.m. centered 
in a farm field near 
Hampshire, 111 ., and 
3.1 miles underground. 

Initially, it had report- 
ed the magnitude as 
4.3 with an epicenter 
about 5.5 miles east of 
Sycamore. 

The quake was felt 
over a wide area— 
from Wisconsin to 
Tennessee — but there 
were no reports of any 
damage so far, accord- 
ing to the Kane County 
and DeKalb County 
sheriff’s departments, 
which are closest to the 
epicenter. 

“We got hundreds of 
calls,” said Roger Scott, 

DeKalb County sheriff 
“But we have no reports 
of damage or injuries.” 

The magnitude and 
epicenter were revised 
after the U.S. Geological 
Survey studied the “wave forms” from the 
quake, said Amy Vaughan, a geophysicist with 
the geological survey in Golden, Colo. 

“The information was better understood,” 
she said. 

The nature of the fault activity that caused 
the quake was unclear, Vaughn said. Past quakes 
that have affected southern Illinois have been 
in the Wabash Valley or New Madrid seismic 
zones. 

The fault systems in northern Illinois are not 
as well understood as those in other regions 
where earthquakes are more common, and 
more investigation will be needed to determine 
the cause of Wednesday morning’s temblor. 


Vaughan said. 

A 5.2-magnitude earthquake struck near 
downstate West Salem, 111 ., on April 18, 2008. 
That quake was the worst to hit Illinois since 
1968. By contrast, the earthquake that leveled 
Haiti on Jan. 12 registered 7.0 on the Richter 
Scale, meaning it was about 1,600 times the 
magnitude of the one Wednesday morning. 
Many of the numerous aftershocks to hit the 
island were approximately the same magni- 
tude as the quake that hit near Hampshire on 
Wednesday 

Reports of tremors came in from Villa Park, 
Western Springs, Minooka, Batavia, Naperville, 
Elgin, Oak Lawn, Des Plaines and even Crown 
Point, Ind. In Chicago, reports came from the 
Northwest Side and Logan Square. The USGS 
has received thousands of reports from as far 


north as Madison, Wis., and as far south as 
Bourbonnais. 

“The whole house shook,” said Walter 
Mockus of St. Charles. “The chimes that hang 
were all ringing. It was so loud, I thought a 
plane had gone down.” 

“It was 4:02 a.m. and I was in bed and felt 
the whole house shaking,” said Bob Bulmash of 
Warrenville. “But nothing fell down. It lasted 
about 3 to 5 seconds.” 

In Naperville, Julie Hannon said the quake 
shook her out of a sound sleep. 

“When you feel an earthquake, it makes you 
wake up right away,” said Hannon, who said 
she had experienced several quakes when she 
lived in Japan. “Tbu could feel a shaking and you 
could hear a rumbling.” 

“I heard the plates I didn’t wash from dinner 


rattle,” said Alice Labbre of Joliet. “The house 
shook, but it was very short. At first, I thought 
it was a snow plow going by” 

“It shook me out bed. I was sleeping and the 
whole bed was shaking, it was that violent,” 
said Rex Covington, who lives in Plato Center 
Township, about five miles west of Elgin. He 
estimated the tremor lasted 5 or 6 seconds. 

“When I called 911, she said they felt the 
shock too and said their whole building in 
Geneva shook.” 

In Oak Lawn, Ron Cerevic, who lives on the 
second floor of an apartment building, said it 
felt “like someone hit the side of the building.” 

“The glass shower door shook violently,” 
said Tracey Lry of Carol Stream. “It sounded 
like someone was in the shower pounding on 
the door.”

Life at the 
epicenter 

Chicago Tribune 

The earthquake that rattled northern Illinois 
on Wednesday had its epicenter at 42.053 
degrees north latitude and 88.412 degrees west 
longitude, according to the U.S. Geological 
Survey 

That’s on the 5 acres behind Teri and Don 
Pollnow’s home on Plank Road in Elgin. 

Teri Pollnow, who works at a local bank, was 
already awake at 4 a.m. when she felt strong 
vibrations shaking the couple’s ranch house 
near Hampshire. 

‘Ml of a sudden, there was this rumbling 
through the house,” she said. “I hit my hus- 
band and said, ‘What the H is going on?’ ” 

Damage was virtually non-existent. A 
papier-mache Christmas decoration of a car- 
oler fell from a cabinet, she said. The previ- 
ously broken, unattached head of a “Precious 
Moments” figurine fell from the piano onto 
the keyboard. 

At first, Teri thought there might have been 
an explosion. Or perhaps a snowplow hitting 
the house. But after the couple looked around 
and found their home intact, husband Don, 
a truck driver, suggested an earthquake. Teri 
says she was skeptical at first. 

“I was just like, ‘well, yeah, maybe,’ ” Teri 
Pollnow said. 

About two hours later, the TV news they 
were watching confirmed it. 

About 8:30 a.m., while she was at work, 
Pollnow was startled to learn that the quake 
was closer than she thought. A news reporter 
told her the epicenter was in the Pollnows’ 
backyard. 

“I was like, ‘wow,’ ” she said. 

Ann Stewart almost held the honor of being 
at the quake’s epicenter. 

For about an hour or so, the Geological 
Survey located the quake under her backyard, 
about 5 1/2 miles east of Sycamore. But as more 
data flowed in, it shifted coordinates slightly 

“Nothing’s disturbed,” Stewart said. “Not a 
thing moved.” 

The Stewarts’ three horses and 23 chickens 
seemed unaffected as well. The horses were in 
the pasture, looking as if nothing happened, 
she said, and the chickens were in the coop, 
squawking as usual. 

The real irony she said, was she and her hus- 
band moved back to Illinois a few years ago 
from San Francisco, where she never once 
experienced an earthquake in the years she 
lived there. 

“Now here I am in the middle of corn coun- 
try with an earthquake. ... It’s kind of strange,” 
she said.

Blago pleads not guilty, 
wants recordings piayed

Ousted Gov Blagojevich pleaded not 
guilty Wednesday to revised federal 
corruption charges and challenged 
prosecutors to allow jurors to hear all 
of the FBI’s recordings of his telephone 
conversations. 

Sounding unusually combative after 
the brief hearing, Blagojevich told 
reporters in Chicago that he would not 
ask Judge James B. Zagel to prevent 
jurors from hearing FBI wiretaps in 
which prosecutors say he schemed to 
sell or trade President Obama’s former 
Senate seat. 

“Let me cut right to the chase: Today 
I’m laying down the gauntlet,” he said. 
“I’m not going to hide behind my law- 
yers, nor will I hide behind techni- 
calities in the law to try to block these 
tapes from being heard.” 


But he challenged the government 
to play all of the roughly 500 hours of 
recordings. 

“I’m not just going to talk the talk, 
I’m going to walk the walk,” he said. 
“Play the tapes, play all the tapes.” 

His attorneys, in court papers filed 
Wednesday wrote that a full airing of the 
recordings will establish Blagojevich’s 
innocence. 

Zagel ultimately will decide how 
much of the recordings can be present- 
ed at the trial, which is slated to start 
June 3. 

Blagojevich, in a book published 
last year, said he had hoped to appoint 
Illinois Attorney General Lisa Madigan 
to the Senate seat as part of a deal with 
her father, Illinois House Speaker 
Michael Madigan. 

The attorney general has said she 


knew nothing about such a plan, and 
Steve Brown, a spokesman for her 
father, after the book’s release called 
Blagojevich “a very troubled and very 
confused person.” 

Blagojevich also said he would take 
the witness stand in his own defense at 
the trial. 

Randall Samborn, a spokesman for 
the U.S. attorney’s office, said he would 
have no comment about Blagojevich’s 
remarks in the courthouse lobby 

The actual hearing lasted only a few 
minutes. “We are going to waive read- 
ing of the indictment and enter a plea 
of innocent to each and every charge,” 
Blagojevich told Zagel. 

“The record will reflect that he plead- 
ed not guilty,” Zagel said. Under the law, 
not guilty is the correct way to state the 
plea and innocent is incorrect.

CTA looking at new cars 

The CTA board took action Wednesday 
toward completing the purchase of 
406 new rail cars from Canada-based 
Bombardier Transit Corp., with an 
option to buy 300 more later if the 
money is available. 

The board approved issuing up to 
$550 million in revenue bonds to help 
pay for the $674 million deal, which will 
lead to the belated retirement of CTA 
trains that date to 1969. 

The bonds the CTA intends to sell 
within the next two weeks will be 
backed by sales taxes and federal fund- 
ing that the CTA receives, said Paul 
Fish, CTA vice president of budget and 
capital finance.

Drivers will be able to get one parking 
meter ticket a year thrown out, provid- 
ed they held on to their pay box receipt 
and the violation was issued within five 
minutes of the expiration. 

The City Council approved Mayor 
Daley’s plan Wednesday, a few weeks 
after he first proposed it. 

“The change will assist motorists who 
are occasionally ticketed for accidental- 
ly overstaying the time on their pay box 
receipt by a few minutes, despite trying 
to comply with parking requirements 
by purchasing adequate parking time,” 
Daley said in a statement. 

Judge: Speed detectors OK 

The Cook County Traffic Court in 
Chicago will no longer dismiss speed- 
ing tickets issued by laser gun after a 
judge ruled Wednesday that lidar speed 
detectors, a variety of light detecting 
devices, are scientifically admissible in 
the court. 

The ruling resolves a legal issue that 
had allowed many Chicago motorists 
nabbed for speeding by a laser gun, 
instead of radar, to see their tickets 
thrown out. Over the past year, the 
Cook County Traffic Court in Chicago 
determined that speeds captured by 
lidar were not admissible because the 
devices had not been subjected to a 
hearing in which they were proven to 
be scientifically reliable.

The City Council on Wednesday 
overwhelmingly approved an ordi- 
nance barring aldermen from using 
a stealth payroll account to hire 
relatives— after a committee earlier 
altered the measure to grandfather 
existing employees. 

The vote was 33-5. Only Aid. 
Bernard Stone, 50th, spoke against 
it, saying the measure was “absolutely 
ridiculous” and would create a spe- 
cial class of people who can’t work 
for the city “because of the mere fact 
that they happen to be a relative of an 
alderman.” 

Aid. Thomas Allen, 38th, first 
proposed the change in November 
in response to a Tribune story that 
revealed aldermen were using a 
$1.3 million payroll controlled by the 
Finance Committee to hire relatives, 
campaign operatives and workers 
with political baggage. 

One of the employees with politi- 
cal baggage was a former full-time city 
worker ousted over sexual harassment 
allegations who had been placed on a 
city do-no t-hire list. 

Attorneys with expertise in the 
federal court consent decree that pro- 
hibits political consideration in hiring 
for most city jobs said the payroll may 
violate that decree, but Allen’s change 
does not address those issues. 

The story also noted at least four 
aldermen had used the account to hire 
relatives, prompting former 29th Aid. 
Isaac Carothers, who since resigned 
his post after pleading guilty in federal 
court to bribes, to say: ‘All us {alder- 
men} have family members on the 
payroll. That’s nothing new” 









Homicide tracker

Three homicides were recorded Sunday, one of 
the deadliest days of 2010, a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data found. 

A 33-year-old man was shot to death in 
Washington Park, a 30-year-old man was shot to 
death in Auburn Gresham, and a 25-year-old man 
was strangled and beaten in South Lawndale, 
police said. 

Two other days this year have seen three 
homicides. On Feb. 2, two men and a woman 
were shot to death in Auburn Gresham in 
two separate incidents. On Jan. 2, a woman 
was stabbed to death in Roseland; in West 
Englewood, a man was shot to death and 
another man was beaten to death. 

City wide, nine homicides have been recorded 
so far this month. Chicago police recorded 25 
homicides in February last year, RedEye found.

The photos were obtained by ABC News, 
which filed a Freedom of Information 
Act request with the National Institute of 
Standards andTechnology last year. The NIST 
collected the images as part of its investiga- 
tion into the terrorist attack. 


ABC said it was provided 2,779 pictures on 
nine CDs. Many of the photos, taken from 
police helicopters, have never before been 
released. 

Twelve of the photos appear on ABC’s Web 
site. One photo shows a close-up of the upper 
floors of the burning towers. Others show the 
towers’ dramatic collapse in a thick plume of 
smoke and debris and sweeping views of bil- 
lowing smoke clouds.

□ PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti The tale seems dubi- 
ous: A rice vendor survived 27 days trapped 
under the rubble of a flea market following 
Haiti’s devastating earthquake. 

Skeptical health workers said no one could 
live that long without water and the last con- 
firmed survivor found was a 16 -year-old girl 
removed from rubble 15 days after the Jan. 12 
quake. The only sources for the story were the 
two Haitian men who showed up at a clinic car- 
rying the vendor, dehydrated and malnourished 
with rail-thin legs. 

But then the patient became lucid enough to 
tell his tale Tuesday And while his account has 
not been independently verified, doctors now say 
the 28 -year-old man could have survived on water 
and possibly some fruit beneath the rubble. 

The man— identified as Evans Monsigrace 
— told doctors he had just finished selling rice 
for the day at a downtown Port-au-Prince flea 
market when the quake hit. He said he didn’t 
suffer any major injuries and was trapped on his 
side in an area where food and drink vendors 
were selling their goods. 

“Based on {his story], we believe him,” said 
Dr. Dushyantha Jayaweera, a physician at the 
University of Miami Medishare field hospital 
where hundreds of patients have been treated 
since the quake. 

Nery Ynclan, a University of Miami media 
officer in Haiti, said the rice vendor was in 
stable condition Tuesday and being treated for 
dehydration and malnutrition. He was nibbling 
on chocolate, she said. 

“Someone could not survive 28 days without 
water,” Ynclan said. “You can go nine weeks 
without food.”

U.S. SKIING STAR SAYS SHIN INJURY 
COULD KEEP HER OUT OF OLYMPICS 



VANCOUVER, British Coiumbia The poster girl for 
the Winter Olympics might be relegated to a fly 
on the wall, 

Lindsey Vonn said Wednesday she is worried a 
badly bruised right shin will keep her out of the 
Vancouver Olympics, a startling announcement 
so close to the start of an event shaping up as a 
showcase for the U,S, skiing star, 

Vonn revealed she was injured in a slalom training 
run Feb, 2 during pre-Olympic practice in Austria, 
“Fm sitting here today questioning whether, you 
know, rU be even able to ski,” Vonn said at a news 
conference, “I have to play it by ear,” 

As a two-time reigning overall World Cup 
champ, the 25-year-old who lives and trains in Vail, 
Colo,, has been considered a contender to win 
multiple medals. 

Asked whether she could be forced to sit out alto- 
gether, Vonn replied: “^ah, that’s a possibility” 
She hasn’t skied since getting hurt and said it’s 


even been painful to simply put on a pair of ski 
boots in her hotel room to test the leg, Vonn said 
the bruising covers about a 6 -inch swath of her 
lower right leg— starting from where the top of 
a boot rests against her body— but she refused to 
get any X-rays to check whether she broke a bone 
because she didn’t want to know 

“It’s probably the worst place that you can 
have an injury, because you’re constantly pushing 
against your boot, and there’s no way around it,” 
Vonn said. 

The first women’s Alpine race is the super-com- 
bined Sunday Vonn said she figures she will know 
a lot more about her status for the Olympics 
once she takes a run down the slope Thursday at 
Whistler Mountain, 

Vonn is slated to compete in all five women’s 
Alpine events and has been widely seen as the 
favorite to win gold medals in the speed events: 
downhill and super-G,

Have you ever seen a car so junky 
it made you wonder, “Is that safe? 

Is that even legal?” To find out, 
RedEye asked a mechanic and 
the police about some common 
features of a clunker. Here’s the 
advice we received from Greg 
Rivera, shop foreman at Nal’s Auto Repair 
in Lakeview, and Master Sgt. Isaiah Vega, a 
spokesman for the Illinois State Police. c.b. 

Coat hanger used 
to hold the muffler in place 

Mechanic: If it falls off, it could interfere with 
the driver behind you. 

Cop: Not illegal. 

Plastic sheet as a window 

Mechanic: Plastic usually obstructs your view. 
Replace it. 

Cop: If it isn’t clear, it could fall under 
operating unsafe equipment. 

Hole in the floor 

Mechanic: Time to get rid of the car. 

Cop: A hole indicates structural weakness. It 
could fetch a $75 petty offense for operating 
an unsafe vehicle. 

Missing seat 

Mechanic: As long as it’s not involving the 
driver’s seat, it’s OK. 

Cop: Legal. 

Trunk tied closed 

Mechanic: As long as it stays down and 
doesn’t obstruct your view, it’s safe. 

Cop: Legal-as long as no debris comes flying 
out of the trunk. 

Red tape over brake lights 

Mechanic: It’s OK as long as the tape doesn’t 
cover more than 50 percent of the light. If it’s 
more, it could make the brake light dimmer 
and harder to see. 

Cop: If any white light is peeking through, it 
violates code and could get you a ticket.

A new car? Forget It— these 
drivers would rather walk 
than junk their aging autos

Adam LeBlanc is the proud owner of a 1990 Buick Riviera. It’s 
old, heavy and, even in mint condition, isn’t exactly a classic 
American luxury car. 

Pieces of door panels have fallen off A once-futuristic digi- 
tal dashboard occasionally goes on the fritz. And when LeBlanc 
drives faster than 40 mph with the windows open, the interior 
roof liner flaps wildly in the breeze because of a poorly installed 
after-market sun roof 

Some might call it a rolling lire hazard, begging to be junked, 
but to LeBlanc it’s “Sebastian”— the clunker he loves, 

“Some people give me crap for driving it and just laugh at the 
fact that I have this old- man car,” said the 26 -year-old singer who 
named the car after SebastiAn, one of his favorite musicians. 
But for LeBlanc and the Riveria, it was love at first ride, 
“Even though it was crap, it was the smoothest ride on the 
planet,” he said, 

LeBlanc is part of a rare breed of car owner. While more than 
I million car lovers are expected to gaze upon some of the sexi- 
est, sleekest and most efficient vehicles ever created over the 
next two weeks at the Chicago Auto Show, a subset of car own- 
ers eschew such automotive technology and innovation for the 
comfort, familiarity and nostalgia of their aging wheels. 

Last year, the federal government persuaded nearly 700,000 
Americans to trade in their old cars for newer, more fuel-effi- 
cient models during the $2,9 billion Cash for Clunkers program. 
And as manufacturers continue to make a hairpin turn away from 
bulky SUVs and toward fuel-efficient vehicles that run on corn, 
electricity and basically anything but gas, the Chicago Auto Show 
will feature 14 hybrids and many more alternative -fuel vehicles 
when it opens to the public Friday 

^t plenty of clunkers remain on the road. The bulk of those 
drivers keep their cars because they can’t justify or afford a month- 
ly car payment or because they simply don’t care about cars, 
according to the Chicago mechanics who talked to RedEye, 
The drivers who refuse let go are good business for mechan- 
ics and auto parts salesmen such as Danny Hernandez, a sales 
associate at Discount Automotive in Logan Square, 

“They come in and their engine belts are squeaking and 
they ask, ‘Can I get {lubricant to quiet] that?’ ” Hernandez 
said, “I say, ‘Why do you want that? It’s squeaking because

it’s old as hell!”’ 

But the same repeat customers who refuse Hernandez’s advice 
to junk their cars have helped him and the dozens of mechanics 
he supplies during tough economic times, he said. 

LeBlanc, the lead singer of ’80s pop cover band Sixteen 
Candles, estimates he spent about $2,500 on repairs alone last 
year— turning to the Internet to order parts that no longer are 
manufactured. But LeBlanc said money is not the issue— he sim- 
ply prefers Sebastian’s form over function, 

“I would rather have something that’s familiar, something I’m 
accustomed to,” he said, “There’s character in this car,” 

Clunkers also make sense for those who bother to keep them 
in decent condition, 

Pat Cassidy of Old Irving Park estimates he spends $3,000 
annually to maintain his family’s four aging vehicles. For Cassidy, 
58, driving clunkers largely is about thrift, 

“I’m sure as heck not giving up my family memories for a 
monthly payment to GMAC,” Cassidy said. Holding a special 
place in his heart is a 1994 Dodge Caravan that has been repaired 
using a grill and hood from a Plymouth Voyager, The family calls 
the Frankenvan a “Plodge Varavan” or “The Old Blue-mobile,” 
and during one of several summer trips, they wrote a song about 
it to the tune of “O Canada,” 

For Jamie DiGrazia, 27, the idea of intentionally keeping an 
aging, limping vehicle is silly 

“It would be more of a pain in the ass and I would be over it,” 
said the Bridgeport resident, who owns a 2002 Honda Civic, “I’d 
rather get something different, not necessarily new, but some- 
thing that has a warranty and that I can rely on,” 

Yet clunker enthusiasts say their relationships with their cars 
only get better with time. 

Even as LeBlanc spoke to RedEye about Sebastian, the Riviera 
was in the shop to repair jammed locks and a busted ignition. 
But with each repair— many of which he’s learned to do him- 
self— LeBlanc falls a little more in love with his clunker, 

“I didn’t know much about cars — I didn’t really grow up work- 
ing on them,” he said, “But once you’ve replaced a taillight, you 
get a stronger connection to it, You’ve got to go through things 
together,” Christopher boyce is a redeye special contributor. 
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GMC Granite A 

Your vote counts on this concept, which looks a lot like 
the next-generation Vibe- had Pontiac lived. If built, 
Granite would be the smallest GMC ever-a foot shorter 
than a compact Chevy Cobalt, 2 feet shorter than a 
GMC Terrain compact-to handle urban congestion.

Fiat is in Chicago to determine consumer reaction to a 
luxury Chrysler Sebring-size four-door hatchback. It’s 
based on the Lancia Delta, which boasts 1.8-, 1.9- and 
2-liter, turbocharged 4-cylinder engines generating 
165 to 190 horsepower with gas or diesel powertrains. 



Fiat 500 A 

Chrysler for years has said it needed a small, high- 
mileage car, and new proprietor Fiat will provide it: a 
version of the teeny 500 hatchback popular in Europe. 
It’s set to arrive here in December. How small? About 
5 inches shorter than a Mini Cooper, yet designed to 
hold four people and get 30 to 40 mpg. 





Toyota FT-CH

Step into Big & Little’s and 
you’ll immediately see whom 
the name refers to: The taller 
Gary Strauss and the shorter 
Tony D’ Alessandro, These 
31-year-old best friends have 
been talking about going 
into business together since 
they were in elementary school, buying 
candy from y-Eleven and reselling it to 
friends for a profit. 

The “little” half of the pair also has a big 
claim to fame: cooking on the sixth season 
of slave-driving chef Gordon Ramsay’s 
culinary boot camp of a reality show, 
“Hell’s Kitchen,” After the show aired, the 
two decided to strike while the grill was 
hot, opening their own place in October, 
In an out-of-the-way Near North loca- 
tion where the most notable neighbors 
are late-night club Stone Lotus, corner 
store Munchies and the rumbling Brown 
Line “L’ train, you’ll have the undivided 


attention of both D’Alessandro and 
Strauss for recommendations and friendly 
chatter while your order’s cooking, 

With the kitchen set up on one side 
and a long counter along the other, B&Ls 
resembles other no-frills fast- food joints 
but sets itself apart by making nearly 
everything from scratch, from the tartar 
sauce on up, ‘Anybody can cook really 
good as long as you use fresh ingredients,” 
insists D’Alessandro, a self-taught chef 
who was teaching cooking classes at 
Williams-Sonoma whenhe auditioned for 
“Hell’s Kitchen,” 

Though the short, cash-only menu 
features fast-food staples, seafood is 
D’ Alessandro’s passion. At $8, the fish and 
chips is the priciest item on the menu, but 
the cod filets cloaked in golden beer bat- 
ter are served on a pile of piping-hot fries 
big enough for two. 

You also can make a meal out of the 
a la carte tacos and tostadas ($3-$4), Tacos 
are packed with chile sauce-topped tilapia 


or cornmeal-battered shrimp. We’ll defi- 
nitely be back for the crab tostada, made 
from snow crab claw meat tossed with a 
bit of mayo, plopped on a crunchy deep- 
fried tortilla and topped with lemon juice, 
cracked pepper, scallions and red cabbage.

If there is any justice in the pop world, British singer 
V.V. Brown will have at least a few minutes 
in the spotlight normally occupied by 
Beyonce or Amy Winehouse. In fact, 

“Shark in the Water,” one of the 
standouts on this big, brassy 
album, echoes Winehouse 
as it begins soft and sweet, 
showcasing Brown’s 
ready-for-stardom 
voice. Then the song 
rides a George 
Michael-style 
acoustic guitar 
into a chorus that 
makes you want to shout along 
with the catharsis of finally being 
honest about what’s really going 
on. The fiercely danceable “Crying 
Blood” recalls British indie rockers 
the Noisettes, and that brings up 
one of Brown’s limitations: Most of 
her best work sounds like good 
versions of songs other artists 
could make, and songs with less 
obvious ancestors (like “Bottles”) 
turn into filler. Whatever. “Travelling 
Like the Light,” available now on iTunes 
and in stores March 30, is majorly fun and 
sassy, and it delivers a nice piano ballad (“I 
Love You”) that would probably be a huge hit 
if it had the name Alicia Keys on it. -matt pais

Hooters CEO hopes to boost restaurant chain’s image by going ^Undercover*

For its entire existence, Hooters has been mocked and 
reviled for its entire concept, from its double-entendre 
logo to its tight bright orange short shorts to its efforts 
to be a “family-friendl/’ restaurant.
